THE GULF COAST STORM, 


Scientific Theories Regarding the Recent 
Disaster—Heavy Loss of Vessels. 


BEAUMONT, Tex., October 20.—Nothing is 
talked of here except the unprecedented tidal 
flood around Sabine and its extraordinary re: 
sults. Since the older residents of this vicin- 
ity have gone over the ground and discovered 
what an immense stretch of coast country was 
submerged, they have advanced another 
startling theory to account for the destruction 
Zot Sabine Pass, and the remarkable inundation 


being able to give any scientific reasons, the 
old residenta have agreed generaily that the 
Texas and Louisiana coast, about the mouth 
ofthe Sabine River, is gradually sinking, and 
they think itis only a matter of a few decades 
until the sea will claima large slice of both 
these States. 
FORMER OVERFLOWS. 

A gentleman who has lived on the coast for 
fifty years makes the statement that up to the 
year of 1860 no serious overflow had occurred 
between Berwick Bay, on the Louisiana coast, 
and Galveston Bay. There was not evena 
tradition among the white settlers of any 
overflow during this long period, extending 
back to about the year 1780, when the Louisi- 
ana coast in that vicinity was first settled. In 
1867 the streets of Sabine were submerged by a 
high tide for the first time since its founda- 


tion in 1832. Since 1867 there have been 
eighteen disastrous Overflows. three 
of which occurred during, the 


present year. This extraordinary mcrease in 
aereal forces and overflows since the year 1860 
notdnly applies to the hundred-mile strip of 
coast contiguous to the Sabine’s estuary, but 
applies with the same mathematical accuracy 
to the entire Texas.coast, from Sabine to Gal- 
veston. thence to Indianola and Corpus 
Christi, nearly down to Brownsville, at which 
latter point, the storms since 1860 have 
been less severe than during the pre- 
ceding quarter of a century. The ola 
settlers who have compiled this data cannot 
account for the phenomenal increase, except 
on the basis thatthe entire Texas coast has 
subsided a foot or two since 1860. The Orange 
Tribune, descanting upon this theory, suggests 
that the matter should be made the subject of 
scientific investigation, and ought to have 
thorough and immediate attention from the 
general Government. 

The Tribune calls upon the Por of the 
First and Second Congressional Districts of 
Texas to join with the districts of West Louisi- 
ana and immediately apply to the War and 
Navy Departments for a joint corps of compe- 
tent engineers and scientists to establish the 
exact altitude of the coast on both sides of 
the Sabine for a distance of at least fifty miles 
inland. Such a course, it declares, would put 
at rest the feelings of anxiety caused by the 
now locally widespread belief that the surface 
of the earth in this section is gradually sink- 


ing. 


A Propeller’s Disastrous Trip. 


CHICAGO, October 20.—The propeller Lehigh 
of the Anchor Line arrived lastevening with 
sundries. She left Buffalo Wednesday and 
when half way across Lake Erie encountered 


the terrible gale of last Thursday. Capt. 
Hogg, who has sailed the lakes for over thirty 
years, says he never saw a worse storm. The 
wind was blowing at the rate of 
seventy-five miles an hour and the 
rain feli in torrents. The wheelman was 
unable to control the wheel and he was com- 
pelled to let go, when he was struck by the 
spokes on the foot and back. This dis- 
abled him for the trip. The boat was driven 
back sixty miles by the force of the gale. 
Shortly after the storm began the schooner O. 
M. Bond crossed his bows. She then had lost 
one of her masts, by the falling of which sev- 
efal of the schooner’s crew were lost.

BEER AND BUTTER, 


Great Growth of a New Export Trade—An 
Important Appointment. 


An appointment that is to be made at the 
Internal Revenue office November 1 
gives a very good evidence of the 
steady growth of a new industry in 
St. Louls. On that day Capt. S. H. West, 


formerly of the firm of Bacon & West, will 
take charge of the oleomargarine and export 
beer district. This part of the beer busi- 
ness has own to such proportions that 
it needs almost all of one Inspector's time. 
This export trade in beer, which is principally 
with South America, Australia, New Zealand, 
China, Japan and the Sandwich Islands, 
in the past two or three years has increased 
at the rate of 100 percent. During the sum- 
mer just closed the shipments averaged fully 
forty car-loads per month. The extent of 
such an export can not de fully 
grasped until it is taken into consideration 
that that high average was for the winter 
season in those countries reached by the 
uis. product. It is con- 
sequently ‘held by the Inter 
Revenue office to be a fair presumption that, 
withthe opening of the summer season in 
the antipodes, the monthly average export 
will easily run up to sixty car-loads. 

The duties of Capt. est regarding oleo- 
margarine are still involved in doubt, 
the whole subject being in an unsettled 
condition, pending a decision of the Attorney 
General on the question whether the ingre- 


dients entering into the composition 
of oleomargarine are to be 
taxed. If they could be taxed 


as ingredients they would have to be taxed in 
the compound, thus being twice taxed. The 
whole difference hinges on this double taxa- 
tion. which makes a very interesting 
— for Treasury experts to deal with.

At a meeting this afternoon the Republican 
City Central Committee will consider the 
momination of a Justice of the Peace anda 
Constable for the Seventh District.

Up to date the contest forthe nomination for 
the position has resulted ina serious split in 
the ranks of the Democratic party; has 
created a great deal of bitter feel- 
ing im the largest Democratic politi- 
cal organization in the city, forcing the presi- 
dent to tender his resignation, and now the 
fight having extended inte the Republican 
ranks, it threatens a serious rupture in the 
Central Committee of that party. 

Patrick O’Connell, the present incumbent of 
the office, was a candidate for the Democratic 
nomination, and failing to secure that, 
whether justly or not, he bolted, 


and is now in the race as an 
independent. In accordance with a resolu- 
tion adopted by the Republicans, the Republi- 


can nominations for Justices are made 
by the Republican Central Com- 
ynittee *In the indorsement of the 


independent candidacy of Messrs. . 
McCann and Taaffe in the Fifth District the 
Republican committee has set a precedent 


which the friends of Justice O’Con- 
nell wish them to appl to his 
case. It is charged and enied that 


John McFall, Republican Central Commit- 
teeman from the Eighteenth Ward, has given 
to O’Connell’s friends some assurance that he 
was favorable to O'Connell, and they expect 
him to work for O’Connell’s indorse- 
ment. Other members of the Republican 
Committee do not think it advisable toin- 
dorse Independent Democrats, particularly 
when, as in this instance, theie is a big split 
in the Democratic party in the district. Otto 
Hollzgreber, Tenth Ward Committeeman, is 
a little doubtful and is non-committal on the 
subject. 

Chairman Delano expresses himself as op- 
posed to O’Conpell’s indorsement on princi- 
ple, holding that where the Republicans have 


such an excellent opportunity to 
electa man, they should nominate a candi- 
date of their own party. Just 


what course will be pursued by the committee.

Facts and Figures. 


Speculation upon the result of the November 
election is based to a very considerable ex- 
tent uponthe returns in the last election. 
Various influences will make something of a 


change in the political complexion of affairs 
two weeks from now; but Secretary Mc- 
Grath’s figures on the last campaign are the 
best information obtainable just at present. 

In the last election for Congressman in the 
Fighth District O’Neill’s majority over Eccles, 
Republican, was 1,651, Eccles’ largest vote 
was obtained in the Fourteenth, Sixteenth, 
Eighth and Sixth Wards, in each of which he 
had a niujority over O’Neili. O’Neill’s heavi- 
est vote was polled in the Twelfth, Twentieth 

nd Fourth wards. Glover’s majority in the 
Ninth District, over McLean, Republican, was 
E97. Glover's vote by wards was larger than 
esialan’s in every instance but three, 
the Twenty-seventh and Thirteenth 
Wards, in each of which McLean 
hada majority of about seventy-five votes, 
andthe Tenth,in which he obtained thirty 
votes more than Glover. Glover’s largest 
vote was polled in the First, Seventeenth and 
Eighteenth Wards.

ROSEBERY’S SPEXCH ON THE TORY AND 
LIBERAL-UNIONIST ALLIANCE. 


The Two Vital Points Invelved—Lord Monck’s 


Plan of Home Bule—The Bulgarian Gev- 
ernment Negotiating a Loan with London 
Bankers—A Rap at Gladstene — Foreign 
News. 


to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, October 20.—Such political utter- 
ances as there are in this dull season are al 
concerned with the basis ot the Liberal reun- 
ion. Speaking at Newcastle yesterday Rose- 
bery, who represents Gladstone's mind per- 
haps more closely than anybody else, said: 
„1 do not think that on the part of the real 
Liberal party in the country, those who have 
stuck close to their colors, there is any wish 
to be otherwise than conciliatory to our 
Unionist friend, There are two things we 
cannot dert, but short of these two things 
there are many lines on which we might meet 
again. We cannot desert the particular lines of 

OUR IRISH POLICY 
and cannot desert our leader. Some of them 
do not like our Irish policy, some of them do 
not like our leader. These are our two vital 
points. I do not believe the alliance between 
the Tories and Unionist Liberals can last 
longer than this Parliament. I do not think it 
can last as long. Rosebery’s view of thel 
method of reunion was expressed in the follow- 
ing passage: ‘‘If they have separated from us 
from high motives of conscience, how are we 
to be reconciled without the sacrifice of prin- 
ciple? Suppose you were to lay down a prin- 
ciple which is the main principle of our party, 
that the Irish be allowed to settle their affairs 
IN THEIR OWN WAY, 

as far as isnot inconsistent with the im- 

perial principle? I do not think you would 
find many Liberal-Unionists who would 
differ from the proposition. If it be only a 
question of degree, surely, by a little give and 
take, by alittle good will of both sides, we 
may eventually arrive, at no very distant 
time, at some arrangement with the Unionist- 
Liberals. 

MONCK ON HOME RULE. 

In along letter to the Times on the home 
rule question Lord Monck, who is Land Com- 
missioner for Ireland, and was once Governor- 
General of Canada, suggests as a basis of re- 
union an Irish Parliament with strictly dele- 
gated powers. Much disappointment is 
felt among politicians that Rosebery’s utter- 
ances on foreign politics are so vague and 
meagre.

A BAP AT GLADSTONE. 

LONDON, October 20.—The Standard this 
morning says: ‘‘Mr. Gladstone’s latest con- 
tribution is not calculated to strengthen his 
position.

Bulgaria. 


RAISING A LOAN. 
Soria, October 20.—The Bulgarian Govern- 
ment is arranging with a London firm for a 
loan of £400,000. MM. Stambouloff, Rado- 


slavoff and Vultcheff have received anony- 
mous letters threatening them with death if 
they continue to resist Russia. 
WILL BROOK NO INTERFERENCE. 

Bulgaria is expected to meet the diff 
culty of a objection to Rou- 
melians sitting in the great Sobranje 
by excluding them from participation 
in the election ofa Prince to succeed Prince 
Alexander, on the ground that participation 
by them in such proceedings would be illegal, 
but allowing them to be present and take part 
in the ordimary legislative work of the 
body. Gadban Effendi, the Turkish repre- 
sentative, has informed the Bulgarian Minis- 
try that he has been instructed to act 


in concert with Gen. Kaulbars, the 
Russian agent, whose arrival at Sofia 
Gadban Effendi says he will await 


before making for Turkey definite proposals 
to Bulgaria, strongly advising the ministry, 
bowever, in the meantime, to concede the 


Russian demands, and postpone the 
meeting of the Great Sobranje, to 
elect a successor to the Bulgarian 


throne. As soon as Gadban Effendi’s infor- 
mation was received a special Cabinet coun- 
cil was held to consider what he had present- 
ed. The result of this council was that Gad- 
ban Effendi was informed that ‘‘the Bulgarian 
Government would no more brook Turkish 
than it would Russian interference, 
but would resist both, with the comforting 
conviction that any misfortunes likely to over- 
take Buigarie would never comparein serious- 
ness with the retribution awaiting the infatu- 
ation of Turkey.

PINKERTON 


The Inquest on Begley, the Victim of Yester- 
day's Shooting—Striking Packers Anxious 
to Resume Work—Operations Being Re- 
sumed in the Packing Houses—Convention 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers—The Knights of Labor General As- 
bly to Adjourn This Evening.

Pinkerton said he did 
not think it would be advisable to hold 
the inquest in the Town of Lake, 
as the feeling there was 80 fierce 
against his men that it might result in injury 
to them from friends of the deceased. It is

NEW YORK, October 20.—In an interview 
with Grand Chief Engineer Arthur of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers yester- 
day, he said: With regard to our convention 


I cnow of no special business which is likely 
to come up and shall not until it makes its ap 

earance at the time resolutions are in order. 

he Brotherhood is stronger than ever, the 
300 delegates to this convention representing, 
I believe, not less than 20, 000 locomotive en- 
gineers in all parts of the United States, Can- 
ada and Mexico.’’ 

To what do you attribute the solidity, har- 
mony and strength of your organization?’’ 

‘*To the fact that we mind ourown business 
and leave others to mind theirs... We have 
enough to do to look after our own interests, 
without taking part in the attempt to take 
care of the entire labor interests of the coun- 
try. We believe, acting accordingly, that it is 
absurd for a man working in one line of busi- 
ness to undertake to assistin the adjustment 
of differences between employers and men en- 
gaged in another line of business which he 
don't understand. It would be very foolish in 
us to allow ourselves to be represented in the 
conference with our employers by a barber, 
oratailor, or a hod carrier, and yet that is 
the system under which the Knights of Labor 
are 2 their work. I don't sympa- 
thize with the Henry George movement in this 
city. Our order takes no part in politice and I 
think it would be fatal to it or to any other 
such body to do so. It brings the question of 
class into politics, which won’t do. I am 
directly opposed to many of Mr. George’s 
theories, especially the one relating to the 
ownership of property. Quite a large number 
of our members own their own homes, and I 
am sure they would seriously object to giving 
them up to benefit men who don’t own homes 
and never would if their possession depended 
upon their own exertions.’’

An Immense Audience Greets the Tragedian 
in His Favorite Character—The Work of 
the Star and His Company-—Who Were 
There—Amusement Notes. 


Take pen and paper and write all that is 
strange, beautiful, forceful, exquisite in de- 
lineation and shading, musical in voice, grace- 
ful in action, masterful in mind, intelligent in 
conception, perfect in every part, and you 
will have approached the impression of 
Mr. Booth’s Hamlet. 

A search for flaws is like searching the pol- 
ished diamond for specks of dirt, like view- 
ing with bare eyes the flashing sun to find its 
spots, like looking down into the blue depths 
of the ocean for mud, like sifting the mellow 
moonlight for dust. The dazzling beauties 
blind the eyes and enrapture the senses.

ANGIER’S ANNOUNCEMENT. 


The Revision of Various Treaties With Japan 
About Consummated. 


CuHIcaGo, October 20.—A. G. Angier proprie- 
tor of the London China Express, is in the 
city. He is just from Japan, and carries with 
him to England semi-official information to 
the effect that the treaty revision between the 


various nations and Japan is now about con- 


summated. Mr. Angier says that the result of 
the new revision increases the tariff from 5 


per cent on imports to, in round numbers, 10 
percent. Somearticies remain at 5 per cent. 
Staples like cotton, wooiens, etc., 7% per 
centand up to 20 per cent and 25 per cent 
on luxuries. The country is to be thrown 
open to residences and commerce. 
The present system of passports is to be done 
away with. The Japanese are to have juris- 
diction over foreigners going into the country 
except for capital offenses. At the treaty 
ports, such as Yokohama, Hiago and Osaka, 
the Consuls of various powers continye their 
jurisdiction five years, at the expiration of 
which the Japanese take it completely, sub- 
ject to the 2 that foreign judges sit on 
the bench Pari Pash with Japanese judges. 
Ten years after, or fifteen years in all, the 
Japanese are to have complete jurisdiction, 
i. 6., without foreign judges.

Distrust of labor organizations as 
seminaries of social disturbance is by no 
means confined to the South. Many Re- 
publican organs seem to regard it as their 
chief duty to view with alarm every or- 
ganization of white laborers, and to im- 
pute to it the most dangerous tendencies, 
if not the most pernicious designs. This 
display of a mere class jealousy towards 
men of the same race and nurture as them- 
selves is even less excusable than where

Paris Letter from Henry Watterson. 

Royalty is as dead in France as Bonapartism. 
Writing to the Courier-Journal from Paris in 
18738 Isaid: ‘‘The Republic is here to stay, and 
Gambetta is its prophet.’’ Gambetta is gone 
and still we have the Republic, which has 
lasted as long as any of the French dynasties 
of the century, and is stronger to-day than 
ever it was. 

No people on earth are better suited to a 
democratic form of government than the peo- 
ple of France. It is not true that they are 
fickle. It is not true that they are factious. 
They are constant and they love order. For 
a hundred years all their movements have 
been toward a larger freedom and more liberal 
institutions. Their elections are better con- 
ducted and more fairly decided than our 
elections in the United States, and we shall 
be fortunate if during the coming century our 
Government is as stable and our affairs are as 
peaceful as the present outiook gives promise 
to them that.theirs will be.

An Expert Reporte Evidences of Natura 
Gas Near St. Louis—Borings to be Made, 


The search for natural gas has been Prose. 
cuted since the first intormation concerning 
the movement was printed in the Post py.

THE ONLY HAMLET. 


MR. EDWIN BOOTH’S SPLENDID PERFORM- 
ANCE AT THE OLYMPIC 4 AST NIGHT. 


An Immense Audience Greets the Tragedian 
in His Favorite Character—The Work of 
the Star and His Company- Who Were 
There—Amusement Notes. 


Take penand paper and write all that is 
strange, beautiful, forceful, exquisite in de- 
Uneatlon and shading, musical in voice, grace- 
ful inaction, masterful in mind, intelligent in 
conception, perfect in every part, and you 
will have approached the impression of 
Mr. Booth’s Hamlet. 

A search for flaws is like searching the pol- 
ished diamond for specks of dirt, like view- 
ing with*bare eyes the flashing sun to find its 
spots. like looking down into the blue depths 
of the ocean for mud, like sifting the mellow 
moonlight for dust. The dazzling beauties 
blind the eyes and enrapture the senses. 

There is only one Hamlet and in the magic 
of his voice, the rhythmic modulation that 
makes rippling music of words, the rare in- 
telligence and mastery of conception that 
flashes the light of inspiration on hidden 
meanings, revealing every phase of thought 
and emotion which the poet puts into the 
mind and heart of the melancholy prince, all 
others are forgotten. 

One forgets in the glow of reveiation in the 
thraidom of the artist’s magnetic tones that 
his hair is silvered, that the smooth complex- 
ion of youth is no longer in his face, that deep 
drawn lines here and there belie the name of 
youth. Through the silver, despite the 
changes, back of the lines, the eternal light of 
genius shines, throwing over all the glamour 
of grace and beauty. 

In Mr. Booth’s hands the sphinx of Hamlet 
tells the secret of the ages and reveals its 
hardest puzzles. Darkness is turned to light 
andthe aberrations of madness become the 
clear reasoning of sound intellect. The 
scalpel of his insight lays open the maddened 
brain. The haunting suspicion of foul play, 


the sickening disgust of unnatural haste and 
lust, the maddening revelation of the super- 
natural visitant, which finds relief from lunacy 
in driveling silliness, the assumed madness 
which is almost real from the pressing horror 
of murder and incest, and of a 
terribic mission of revenge, the heart-break- 
ing necessity of crushing a tender love that 
can find no proper consummation or happi- 
ness under the black pall of adverse con- 
ditions, harrowing, troublous indecision of 
thoughtful manhood and of doubting philoso- 
phy, the conscience of a genuine nature that 
trembles on the boundary of retalia- 
tion, that would gladly cover a pur- 
posed deed under the cloak of acci- 
dent, the fancies, the speculations, the 
dreams of a vigorous imagination, the pungent 
satire, veiled thrusts and unerring logic of a 
fine inteilect,the polish of a scholar, the grace 
of a courtier, the myriad phases of a deep and 
strong nature passing through a world of 

ief with its passion, its humors, its pathos, 
ts sorrows, its tragic end were mirrored in 
the limpid, crystal pool of theartist’s bound- 
less skill. 

The ink of criticism turns into the wine of 
appreciation. The genius of creation is linked 
with the genius of interpretation. One sits and 
wonders. The mind takes refuge in simple 
marveling. There is no other legitimate con- 
clusion. Every wordisagem, every intona- 
tion a revelation, every gesture an interpreta- 
tion, every sentence a volume. The exquisite 
reading, the quiet, but forceful speech and 
action, the masterful conception and expres- 
sion sweep along carrying with them irresist- 
ibly every soul within hearing and sight. 

In attempting to analyze Mr. Booth's 
Hamlet onecan only picture the character 
and connect withit Mr. Booth’s name. His 
performance last night in its artistic, subdued 
tone, yet incisive, superb vigor, satisfied 
every expectation, realized every ideal of 
Shakspeare’s creation. 

There were two powerful inspirations com- 
bined in the Olympic as they seldom are. 
Joined to the inspiration of the stage 
was the indescribable influence of 
the audience. Every Fpace within 
sight was filled with a face which reflected the 
emotions of the actor. The atmosphere was 
laden with that still but moving power of per- 
sonal magnetism. As the softened tread of an 
army keeping step to the tapping of a muffled 
drum, the pulses of thousands beat in unison 
with the throbs of one heart, the mysterious 
messages of thought flashed on invisible wires 
from the one mind to the host. In the oppres- 
sive silence of enrapt attention one could 
almost catch the music of countless chords 
touched into harmonious vibration by one 
skiliful hand. 

The audience itself was an ovation to the 
actor and that it was thrilled by his splendid 
work was evident from the beginning to the 
end when the enthusiasm found vent in shouts 
of applause. 

Turning from Mr. Booth to his company 
there is no doubt but that the work of the mem- 
bers of the cast was an improyement over that 
of Monday night. Mr. Charles Barron made 
the Ghost impressive and effective. Mr. Carl 
Ahrendt, notwithstanding a certain ironclad 
manner which is habitual to him, gave an 
excelient impersonation of Polonius. The 
Laertes of Mr. Sullivan, while it had faults, 

ossessed strength and interest. Mr. Han- 

ord’s Horatio was fairly good, but had little 

to commend in it. Mr. Owen Fawcett made 
an exellent gravedigger. Mr. John Malone 
was stiff and ineffective as tne King. 

Mrs. A ta Forster has a harsh, unsym- 
pathetic voice which jars on the earand her 
stagey manner made little that was commend- 
able in the queen.

ANGIER’S ANNOUNCEMENT. 


The Revision of Various Treaties With Japan 
About Consummated. 


CuicaGo, October 20.—A. G. Angier proprie- 
tor of the London China Express, is in the 
city. He is just from Japan, and carries with 
him to England semi-official information to 
the effect that the treaty revision between the 
various nations and Japan is now about con- 
summated. Mr. Angier says that the result of 
the new revision increases the tariff from 5 


per cent on imports to, in round numbers, 10 
percent. Some articles remain at 5 per cent. 
Staples like cotton, wooiens, etc., 7½ per 
centand up to 20 per cent and 25 per cent 
on luxuries. The country is to be thrown 
open to residences and commerce. 
The present 8 of passports is to be done 
away with. The Japanese are to have juris- 
diction over foreigners going into the country 
except for capital offenses. At the treaty 
ports, suchas Yokohama, Hiago and Osaka, 
the Consuls of various powers continye their 
jurisdiction five years, at the expiration of 
which the Japanése take it completely, sub- 
ject tothe proviso that foreign judges sit on 
the bench Pari Pash with Japanese judges. 
Ten years after, or fifteen years in all, the 
Japanese are to have complete jurisdiction, 
i. 6, without foreign judges.

THE INLAND CHANNEL ALONG ALASKA’S 
COAST. | 


— 


A Thousand Miles of Smooth galt Water 
Mountain and Forest—Glaciers—Climate— 
- Scenery—Our New Indian Wards, 


The trip to Alaska, which has been opened 
to the tourist only within the past three or 
four years, affords an entirely new field of 
traveland atthe present time commands the 
attention of the entire traveling public. 

The route lies within what is termed the In- 
land Channel and, in consequence, the travel- 
er gets the benefit of thesea air and a sea 
voyage withoat the discomforts of sea-sick- 
ness. This channel is formed bya line of 
islands which stretch along the coast for the 
space of a thousand miles and effectually 
shield a vessel within its quiet waters from 
the wind and waves of the ocean. So placid 
are its waters that one feels all the while as if 
on the bosom of some inland stream. 

There are one or two gaps, however, where 
one is reminded of the fact that he is on salt 
water, and the presence of the ocean is felt as 
well as seen. 

This causes buta few hours of sea sickness, 
however, and is soon over and forgotten. To 
the lover of nature the trip is a most charm- 
ing one, as along the whole route the beauties 
of mountain and water are combined and 
form an ever-changing panorama of grand 
natural scenery. 

At times we appear ona river with a view 
stretching miles ahead, till the sight is lost in 
a dim perspective, while mountains rising 
from the shore line are mirrored in the placid 
waters below; again we seem 

ON A BROAD LAKE, 
with the shores so far away as to be seen only 
on the distant horizon; then the scene shifts 
once more, and we are among hundreds of 
small islands, between whose green banks the 


watery way steals off in a hundred different 
directions. Here we are truly in the very 
bosom of nature and everytuing is just as 
nature formed it. The ax of the woodman is 
not heard, nor isthe furrow of the plough to 
be seen. 

The pine-clad mountains which line the way 
are untouched by the hand of man and remain 
the happy home of the wild beasts of the for- 
est that roam unmolested in their solitudes. 
We may travel mies and miles and not meet a 
canoe or pass a settlement of any kind, the 
only sign of life being an occasional bird flit 
ting across the waters or the spouting of some 
whale in the distance. No human abodes are 
seen till Sitka is reached, with the exception 
of some tumbie-down Indian villages, which 
are scattered here and there at long intervals 
along the way. 

Along the southern portion of the journe 
the mountains are rounded and covered wit 
heavy pine forests, but as we advance north- 
ward the timber becomes more scanty, and 
the mountains more rocky. The finest scenery 
is between Sitka and Chileal, an Indian settle- 
ment about seventy-five miles further north. 
Here the mountains are rugged, and the bare 
rocks, rising from beds of snow, pierce the 
sky in jagged peaks. The snow at this point 
is eternal on the mountain sides, and great 
fields of ice filling the ravines extend many 
miles back into the heart of the country. 
The grand event of the entire journey, how- 
ever, isthe visit to Glacier Bay. To come 
away without 2 * itis like going to Rome 
and not visiting St. Peter's. 

When the ship enters 

GLACIER BAY 

all the grandeur of the Arctic regions is 
brought into view. The temperature suddenly 
falls and the air becomes more damp and chill 
with the close proximity of glaciers and ice- 
bergs. A range of mountains, barren and 
bare allsave a mantie of snow, rear their 
agged peaks high in the air and overlook the 

ay, which is dotted over with great chunks of 
floating ice broken off the huge glaciers which 
line the shores. 

The Muir Glacier (named in honor of Prot. 
Muir of California), at the head of the bay, is a 
solid perpendicular wallof ice, rising right 
out of the waters of the ocean to the height of 
400 feet. 

The ship steams almost under it, and nothing 
could be more grand than this great monu- 
ment formed by the hand of nature rearing its 
frozen crest high above usand broken atthe 
top into spires, columns and towers, which 
seemin . converted it into the fairy castle of 
the Ice King. The ice in places is so compactly 
frozen as to be of the deepest blue, while at 
other points it was of the purest white. Huge 
blocks of this icy wall during the summer 
months are continually falling off and drop- 
ping into the sea, and the reverberations re- 
mind one of thunder ora discharge of artil- 
lery. Our shiplying nearly underneath the 
great glacier appeared dwarfed almost into a 
dot upon the waters in comparison with the 
huge monster towering above us, and as we 
stood upon deck a mighty columu of ice, not 
less than 300 feet high, caved over and with a 
deafening roar fellinto the water. The spray 
was dashed aioft to the height of not less than 
250 feet, and a mighty wave slowly advanciug 
rocked our ship like a cork upon the waters. 

SO INSPIRING WAS THE SIGHT 

that all the passengers to a man waved their 
hats highin the air and erage cheered. A 

eat feature about this Muir glacier is that it 
s so accessible to tourists, and without di. 
culty one can goon top of it and survey an 
immense icy waste extending miles and miles 
back into the country. The surface of the ice 
is everywhere broken into high peaks and 
deep chasms, so that in traversing it one must 
continually ascend and descend. Imagine the 
waves of the ocean in a storm instantaneously 
frozen into solid ice and one will have 
un accurate idea of the surface of a glacier. 
As the eye wanders over this icy expanse the 
scene is sheerless in the extreme. No green 
shrub, no hut or other habitation, ro vestige 
of human life is anywhere to be seen but the 
coid peaks follow one another in mournful pro- 
cession to the dim horizon, and the wind as if 
to keep in 1 with the solitude ot the 
scene sighs dismally us it passes by. 

Sitka, the oldest and best known settlement 
in Alaska, is surrounded by lofty mountains 
and overlooks a beautiful bay tn which are in- 
terspersed hundreds of enchanting little 
islands. Here 

THE GREEK CHURCH 

perhaps attracts more attention than any 
other one point in the place, particularly as it 
is likely the only church of that denomination 
on this hemisphere. It was built, of course, 
under the Russian regime and is quite old. It 
is constructed of wood and built inthe shape 
of a Greek cross. 

Visitors are courteously shown the ponti- 
fical robes worn by the bishop, which are of 
the costliest cloth and most exquisite work- 
manship, the pictures — ing different 
biblical scenes, which line the walls, the 
censer boxes used in the service, and the vis- 
itor is also allowed to enter the room termed 
„the holiest of holies’’—into which, however, 

no woman has ever been permitted to enter, 
this being forbidden by the rules of tite 
church. Sitka is not now in as flourishing a 
condition as formerty. It, like all other set- 
tlements in Alaska, has been greatly injured 
by the fact that no patents have been issued 
by the United States for any land within the 
Territory, and as no one is able to acquire a 
perfect title to land, of course, but little im- 
provement of any value is made. 

THE ALASKAN INDIANS 

belong to the tribe of Tlinkits and are of a 
very endly nature. They are of a lighter 
complexion, have less prominent cheek bones 
and are less reserved than the Indians of the 
United States whom we are accustomed to see. 
Unlike most Indians they live in huts. Along 
the route a number of Indian villages are to be 
seen, composed of these 1 Which, when 
approached closely, appear dilapidated and 
rickety. The interior of the dwellings, how- 
ever, is interesting. There is never more 


than one room, 
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candor we must say that this ofte 80 
Rousiy mars the pleasure of the tourist and 
sometimes one is 922 to spend many a 
weary hour with little to do but listen to the 
fall ofthe rain-drops upon the deck of the 
ship. However, when clear skies greet us 
once more and in the warm sunlight we are 
enraptured with the beautiful scenery around 
us, We soon forget the discomforts and draw- 
backs of the voyage and on our return home 
feel gratified in having seen so many novel 
and beautiful sights.

THE STATUE OF LIBERTY. 


. Bartholdi, the Mlustrious 
Chats About His Great Work. 
h. 


Bpecial Cablegram to the Post-Dispate 
Paris, October 20.—Before M. Bartholdi left 
Zor New York I paid him a visit. The illus- 
trious sculptor lives in an elegant and commo- 
dious house in Rue Vavin, near the garden of 
the Luxembourg palace. On entering the ves - 
tibule the first thing one encounters is the 
statue of Liberty in miniature, about nine feet 
high. The duplicate of one of her immense 
ngers, large enough to hold a full grown 
ak inside it, is in the back room, which 
be uses as his library and writing 
room. The sculptor sat chatting wit 
some friends about his voyage to New York. 
Statuettes of Liberty in clay and chalk were 
stuck here and there about the room. A head 
of the statue,reduced to the ordimary size, ap- 
peared, surrounded with aframework dotted 
with pigmies representing the workmen, 
which, like so many bees, clung about the up- 
turned face. My colossal statue,“ remarked 
M. Bartholdi, cannot be considered as a 
very great work of art. It is an ordinary 
statue, enlarged and placed ona pedestal. It 
is interesting, however, I think, as being the 
firstexample of the use of repousse copper 
mounted on iron trusses and is the best known 


example of this kind of work. As 
to the number of colossal statues 
in existence, the one of the 
Virgin at Puy measures 51 feet. The next 


notable giant is the National statue Bavaria, 
which is about 50 feet in height. Ot the great 
statues of antiquity, the Olympian Jove, which 
was 40 feet, and Minerva, in the Partnenon, 
87 feet, may be mentioned.’’ 

With reference tothe cost of the statue of 
Liberty, Mr. Bartholdij remarked: I never 
attempted to calculate the total eost, and 
have never had its material value in mind. 
We considered it as an inestimable gift. I 
gave all my work for nothing, and — om 
ers have done the same. However, it was 
the question of money which was the sole 
reason for the delay in its completion. 
It was originally intended to have it ready 
for presentation in the centennial cele- 
bration of American Independence on 
July 4, 1876, but the flow of subscriptions 
slackened. However, the Government sanc- 
tioned a lottery, and with this panorama and 
other means the money was raised. The funds 
necessary for putting the pieces together in 
New York, for erecting the pedestal, were 
raised. by public subscription in America, 
mainly by the — and spirited efforts of 
the New York WoRLD. Frenchmen have been 
enthusiastic over this symbol of fraternal feel- 
ings and of the historic associations between 
the two republics.’’ 8 

M. Bartholdi continued: The cheery octo- 

enarian President of the French Committee, 

„De Lesseps, is not in the least degree 
frightened at the idea of a rough sea voyage, 
for, as he once said of San Francisco, although 
he was thrice the age of that city he was only 
a boy for all that. 

M. Bartholdi added: When I was 20 vears 
oldI traveled in the Levant with the painters 
Jerome and Belly, and several other friends. 
I may say that Egypt had a very consid- 
erable effect upon my taste for sculpture of 
the broad, decorative type. In 1868 I went 
back there with M. De Lesseps and gazed 
again with the same pleasure on all those 
marvelous ruins. My convictions . grew 
stronger upon principles which were thus to 
be discovered, and which I have endeavored 
to epapnody in this, my latest work.

LEGISLATIVE VIEWS. 


Expressions on Subjects Which Will be Pre- 
sented to the General Assembly. 


re-election to the Legislature, was asked his 
views on some of the important subjects 


which will be called up this winter. He said: 

„ think I might, with justice to myself, re- 
fer youto my past record during the twelve 
vears I have been honored with a seat in the 
State Legislature. Lou ask me what are my 
views with regard to railroad corporations 
paying their fair share of taxes to the State. 

he question would seem to metoo absurd to 
answer if I did not know they had evaded 
the payments of taxes when the opportunity 
presented itself. But this I hold to be no 
faults of the law, but of the administrators of 
the law. Enforce the law upon corporations 
as upon individuals. 

My Prohibition friends, after their lon 
experience with me in the Legislature, still 
demand of me an expression of my views 
upon that question. Allow me to state that no 
change has come over the spirit of my 
dreams, and I still consider that the course 
proposed by them would be one of the 
greatest infringements of individual liberty 
ever attempted by any organized body 
of the people, and such a law if passed 
would in this State render valueless 
at least fifty millions of property. I, there- 
fore, cannot consent to be a party to such 
wholesale spoliation of hard-earned wealth. 
Again, how do they propose to supply the def- 
icit in the State and municipal revenues, for 
the distillers, brewers and saloon-keepers cer- 
tainly contribute something between $1,000,000 
and $2,000,000 a year to our State, counties and 
cities? While Ladmit that intoxication is an 
evil, prohibition was never known to lessen it, 
for it is a fact that by it you simply transfer 
drinking saloons from licensed places of busi- 
ness to unlicensed drug stores, all of which I 
am decidedly opposed to.’’ 

Mr. Frank Hicks, who is also a Republican 
nominee in the second District, on being 
asked as to his views upon the ‘railroad 
question, said: ‘‘Ican say generally that I be- 
lieve ſt to be within the power and duty of 
the State to regulate railroads so that unjust 
discrimination and unreasonable rates of 
transportation shall be prevented. Valuable 
franchises are conferred upon railroad cor- 
porations and they should be required to at- 
ford reasonable facilities for transportation 
upon terms which shall neither be discrimi- 
nating nor exorbitant. On the other hand, it 
should be remembered that the railroads are 
the result of large investments of money, 
and those making the same are entitled, as 
are other men, to a fair return on their in- 
vestments. 

Lam not prepared to say what legislation 
would prevent the great evils now existing, 
but lam inclined to think that many of them 
exist, not because of the lack of laws, but be- 
cause of the non-observance and non-enforce- 
ment of the laws now in force.’’ 

Mr. Hicks desired it stated that he is elig- 
ible to the’ office named with respect to the 
payment of taxes, notwithstanding his name 
was included in the list of ‘‘ineligibles’’ re- 
cently W in the Posr- Dis PATCH. 

Mr. William Schoenlau, one of the Second 
District Republican nominees, has positive 
views onthe railroad question, based upon 
his own business experiences. ‘‘I was inter- 
ested in a wholesale wine, liquor and cider 
business from 1877 to 1885,’’ said Mr. Schoen- 
lau. We did a large shipping business and 
often came in contact with the railroad com- 
panies in the matter of freight rates. Our 
customers in country towns frequently 
claimed that the freight rates from Chicago 
and even from Kansas City were lower than 
from St. Louis, and we were obliged to pay the 
overcharges to the customers out of our own 
pockets. I bave seen how the railroads treat 
St. Louis and I will, if lam honored with elec- 
tion, do allin my power to have the laws of 
our State enforced.’*’
